| Three Hold-Up Men in Raid on 
Warehouse Office Fail to 
See Open Safe. 


‘ESCAPE IN WAITING TAXICAB 


Fire Revolver as They Descend on 
Rohe & Brother 
Counting Day’s Receipts;

A black taxicab drove up to the whole- 
sale provision warehouse of Rohe & 
| Brother, at 527 West Thirty-sixth Street, 
about 7:30 last night and three men 
alighted, leaving the chauffeur on the 
seat. The men walked to a covered alley- | 
way whicn runs from Thirty-sixth Street ; 
to Thirty-seventh Street and separates | 
the provision warehouse from the ad- 
joining building. \ 

The warehouse was in darkness except! 
for the office, where Charles Kink and, 
Robert Boneman, two assistant cashiers, | 
were busy counting the last of the day’s | 
receipts prior to locking the money in| 
the safe and closing the office. They | 
‘nad been delayed at their work and were 
the only persons left in the building. 

The three men walked down the alley-| 
| way into which an iron door leads from} 
the cashier's office, and as they neared | 
the door.one of them fired a shot from a! 
j;revolver into the air. The report of the | 
shot startled the clerks, and they looked | 
nervously at the door as the three men 
entered, each with a revolver in his hand. 

‘““Not a word, young men,” exclaimed 
the leader, ‘‘ unless you want to be shot. 
Just stand where you are.” 

The clerks obeyed the order, and while 
{one of the men kept his revolver aimed 





;at them the other two stepped around be-

WASHINGTON, Jan, 22.—At a- special 
executive session cf the Pujo. Money 
Trust Committe late this afternoon the 
decision was reached not to depart from 
the original resolution réqiiiring William 
Rockefeller to be examined as a witness, 
Representative A. J. Pujo, Chairman of 
the committee, and Samuel“Untermyer, its 
counsel, were instructed again to arrange 
with the counsel for Mr. Rockefeller for 


an examination of him as a witness at a 
time and place to be mutually agreed 
upon with Mr. Rocke/eller’s counsel, and 
that the examination should be conducted 
by Messrs. Jujo and Untermeyer. ° 

The question. was reopened to-day at 
the request of counsel for Mr. Rocke- 
feller, James M. Beck, and Mr. Garver 
of New York, who came here with Dr. 
Walter F. Chappell to ascertain the 
views of the committee. Dr. Chappell 
was permitted to take the witness stand 
for a. statement in elaboration of his 
original affidavit, and also to tell as to 
the condition of Mr. Rockefeller at the 
present time. He testified that he did 
not think Mr. Rockefeller could safely 
undergo the examination of two or three 
hours planned by the committee. 

After hearing Dr. Chappell the commit- 
tee decided that his testimony had not 
altered the situation, and that it would 
be justified in accepting the advice of Dr. 
Charles W. Richardson, its own expert, 
who testified under oath that it would, 
in his judgment, be safe to examine Mr. 
Rockefeller as a witness for several 
hours, particularly if that examination 
were divided into intervals of an hour. 
A resolution was adopted by the com- 
mittee reaffirming its original attitude. 
This means that Chairman Pujo and 
Mr. Untermyer wil! now endeavor to ar- 
range with Mr. Rockefeller’s lawyers for 
the examination, which will be held in 
this country, at a time and place con- 
veniert to Mr. Rockefeller. 


Dr. Chappell Tells Patient's Ills. 


In his statement to the committee, Dr. 
Chappell said that Mr. Rockefeller suf- 
fered from four separate conditions. 
First, he said, he was subject to spasms 
of the larynx, which cut off the air from 


his lungs. Sucn spasms, the doctor said, 
were brought about by excitement. Sec- 
ond, he said, the patient suffered from 
oedema of the larynx. The third condi- 
tion was laryngeal hemorrhages. 

“Mr. Rockefeller suffered from a 
hemorrhage during his recent trip to 
Nassau,” added Dr. Chappell, 

The last condition, the witness said, 
was an irritation of the larynx likely to 
be brought on by attempts to speak, Dr. 
Chappell said that when Dr. Richardson 
examined Mr. Rockefeller, the commit- 
tee’s specialist could not know of the 
“laryngeal spasms’”’ from which he suf- 
fered. 

Chairman Pujo gave other members ot 
the committee an opportunity to examine 
Dr. Chappell. Representative Byrnes of 
South Caro‘ina asked: 

‘You know Dr. Richardson said Mr. 
be able to stand an 
hour's examination?” 

*Yes, but Dr. Richardson never saw Mr. 
Rockefeller in one of those laryngeal 
spasms.

ACTIVE DEMAND FOR MONEY| 


Financler Expects It In the Next Few 
Months, and Does Not Anticipate 
Lower Bank of England Rate. 


By Marconi Transatlantic Wireless Telegraph | 
to The New York Times. 

LONDON, Jan. 22.—Sir Felix Schus- 
ter, Governor of the Union of London 
and Smith’s Bank, at a meeting of 
the shareholders, to-day said that gen- 
erally, with the growing productive- 
ness of. the various countries from 
which Europe received her supplies of 
food and raw materials, the demand 
for gold might be expected to show 
continuous expansion. For this the 
increased production of gold might be 
expected to be sufficient, but not more 
than sufficient. 

In this connection, said Sir Felix, it 
would appear necessary that the gold 
reserves in the various monetary cen- 
tres should be strengthened if sudden 
demands were to be met without un- 
due strain or pressure. A speech re- 
cently made by the President of the 
Imperial Bank of Germany, describing 
the bank’s gold reserve as insufficient, 
deserved special attention. 

It would, said Sir Felix, be of im- 
portance to consider whether in this 
country, also, the strengthening of the 
gold reserve might not be necessary, 
not only in case of political difficul- 
ties and dangers, but mainly in view 
of the constantly increasing commer- 
cial developments among all civilized | 
nations. That the banks of this | 
country should co-operate with the | 
Bank of England and that the burden | 
should not fall on the latter alone in 
the general strengthening of the gold 
reserve was an opinion he had long 
held and expressed. | 

Referring to prospective new capital | 
issues, Sir Felix Schuster said that, in | 
addition to the issues of capital on be- | 
half of foreign states which had al- | 
ready taken place or were impending, 
several from British colonies and cor- | 
porations in the United States seemed 
to be coming on the market. All these | 
could not be without influence on the 
price of British home securities, and 
especially of those bearing a lower rate 
of interest. The prevailing activity of 
trade afforded ample employment for | 
money and prevented it from flowing | 
into investments; but, considering the | 
large purchases which must be made 


for the sinking fund and possibly for | 


national insurance, he hardly thought | 
that any further depreciation of con- 
sols need be apprehended. 

As to the monetary outlook for the 
next few months, at all events, an ac- 
tive demand for money was to be an- 
ticipated; and, considering the foreign} 
gold demands, a fall in the Bank “of | 
England rate hardly seemed to be in| 
sight yet. During the next few months |} 
also collections from revenue would}! 
proceed as usual, absorbing a great 
part of the floating supplies. Thus out- 
side rates would probably approximate 
those of the Bank of England. On the 
Continent Monetary conditions would 
depend entirely upon the issue of ) 
peace negotiations.

The 
signing of the agreement with the Post 
Office created a boom in the shares 
of three companies connected with the 
Marconi undertaking—the parent com- 
pany, the American company, and the 


Canadian company. 

“In 1908 the Directors of the Mar- 
coni Company had 106,000 unissued 
shares. They obtained sanction from 
the shareholders to issue them at a 
discount as they wished. Shares have 
since been issued, but I can find no 
record in regard to whom they were 
sold or at what price. In 1911 the price 


|of the shares rose to 65, but in 1912 it 


went still higher, and on March 7, the 
date when the agreement was signed, 
the price was 85 per share. 

“Between 1908 and 1912 there was 
an increase in the number of Marconi 
shares of 105,000, and in their market 

value an increase of £4,743,000.”

BATHS USED FOR RABBITS. 


London Working Classes Don’t En- 
courage Enlightened Landlords. 


Special Cable to Tom NEW YORK TIMES 
LONDON, Jan. 22.—The recent reve- 


lation that a certain parish in Notting 
Hill possesses only one bath to its 6,000 
inhabitants has led to the discovery 
that there are other districts of London 
where bathing facilities are conspicu- 
ous by their absence. 

Thus, in the Borough of Bermondsey, 
with 19,000 houses and a population of 


130,000, only 121 houses are fitted with 
bathrooms, and most of these are in 
drinking saloons. The medical officer 
of health for Poplar, another thickly 
populated district, jocularly declares 
that he ‘“‘ never heard of such a thing 
as a bath” in his borough, while the 
Borough of Stepney is no better off.

When that work 
was completed a similar contract was 
made with the same firm for permanent 
repairs. The firm since then has had a 
large force on stone and interior work, 
and the bills have been paid weekly. The 
Trustees were changed last year by the 
substitution of E. A. Merritt, Jr., Speaker 
of the Assembly, for ex-Speaker Frisbie. 

It is estimated that about $1,500,000 has 
been paid on those contracts. The Trus- 
tees who retired on Jan. 1 made an esti- 
mate of $1,000,000 more for the work this 
year. 

The Governor's attention was called to 
the percentage contract 
asked to sign the bills for 1 
the contractors. The bills aggregated $100,- 
000. When they were presented by H, W. 
Garfield, the Trustees’ auditor, the Gov- 
ernor found the auditor could give no 
personal assurance that the work had 
been performed. He refused to sign the 
bills until he could cause an investiga- 
tion to be made. It was found there ap- 
parently was no limit to the materials 
or labor that could be employed. The 
more that was used the greater would 
be the profit of the contractors. 

“Tf the people knew what I know about 
some of the things that have been going 
on’ here for years they would stand 
aghast,’ the Governor said. He ex- 
plained. he had appointed Mr, Hennessy 
to watch the work..on the Capitol and to 
see that contracts were carried out. The 
Brooklynite also would see that there 
was no soldiering, Mr. Suizer promised. 

‘That is a species of graft and there 
has been much of it,’’ he added. 

Mr. Garfield was appointed by the Trus- 
tees of Public Buildings. He will be 
superseded by Mr. Hennessy.

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TURKEY YIELDS. 

‘When the collective note of the Pow- 
ers was handed to the Turkish Govern- 
ment last Friday there was a curious 
hesitation throughout the capitals of 
Icurope to accept it as a decisive step. 
The usual comment on Turkish procras- 
tination and intrigue was renewed. 
Few observers believed that the Powers 
would, or could, act in the sense pointed 
out by the note. But we ventured to 
point out that the language of the note 
was extremely plain, that Europe had 
really menaced Turkey with the loss 
of Constantinople and with the exten- 
sion of the war into Asia, and that, 
having’ united in such a threat, the 
Powers could not fail to act on it if 
Turkey should refuse this advice. 

The word now comes from Constan- 
tinople that the Grand Council of the 
Ottoman Empire has voted to accept 
that advice. This necessarily imposes 
on the Powers the negotiation of the 
precise terms of peace, the disposition 
of the Aegean Islands, the fixing of the 
limits of. Albania, the arrangement of 
the claims of the Allies between them- 
selves, and a multitude of difficult de- 
tails. It will be a hard task, but it will 
be performed, almost certainly, with- 
out further fighting. And that the 
Powers could unite to accomplish this 
is a very hopeful sign for general peace. 





THE SUBWAY REFERENDUM. 

There is no way of reconciling the 
gtatements and arguments on the sub- 
way question by Mr. MitcHe. and Mr. 
MoOANENY. One is right, the other 
wrong. No one could wish for the city 
anything so bad as the results Mr. 
MiITcHEL discovers and predicts. Mr. 
McANENY does not promise all that 
might be wished for, but only the best 
which can be had, in his opinion. The 
decision between these conflicting views 
and facts is placed by law in the hands 
of officials in two boards, one chosen 
by the people of the city, one appointed 
by the Governor of the State. It is true 
popular government to leave the decis- 
fon to them. What is going on is a 
debasement of popular government by 
appeals to unofficial and unrepresenta- 
tive prejudice and interest and by 
arousing a clamor which shall disturb 
the discretions of the officials. The 
true question, and what ought to be 
the sole question, is the fitness of the 
contracts to be executed or rejected. 
Incidentally that is discussed, but the 
main reliance is obfuscation of the pop- 
ular judgment by statements that the 
popular mandate is being evaded and 
overthrown. 

In this way it is designed to create 
political issues and political candidacies 
which shall survive the decision on the 
pubway contracts, whatever that de- 
cision may be. The next Mayoralty 
and all that appertains are related to 
the subway controversy more intimate- 
ly than they should be. Those issues 
are sufficient to that election day, and 
may be deferred until that time. At 
present the true issue is the contracts 
and nothing else. The attempt to man- 
ufacture opinion in favor of taking the 
‘decision away from the officials, \or 
to dictate the official decision, is de- 
basement of popular government. The 
case has been argued to death, and now 
should be let alone, except for the vot- 
ing by those whose duty and intent is 
to vote rightly. 








PIRATED DRESS DESIGNS. 

Why the great commercial interests 
that centre in the trade in women’s 
garments have not brought into this 
country, for the use of designers, his- 
toric collections representing the fash- 
fons of past times—old laces and em- 
broideries, gowns, tapestries, paintings, 
armor, and books of the best designs— 
was incidentally revealed in the re- 
cent letter to THm Times from A. P.

SENATOR ROOT’S APPEAL. 

It is a good thing for the honor of 
the country that Senator Root should 
make the elaborate and conclusive ex- 
planation of the facts of the Panama 
tolis situation which he made on Tues- 
day. No one could speak with more 
authority, certainly none could speak 
with more clearness or in a more fitting 


There was one point in his address 
particularly effective. It was his 
treatment of the absurd claim that, 
since we have “acquired” the Canal 
Zone, we have been building a canal in 
“our own” territory and have a right 
to regulate its use by our own vessels 
in any way that commends itself to our 
own judgment. Mr. Root called atten- 
tion to the fact that we did not acquire 
the zone as our own National property 
for our own sole advantage and dis- 
posal. We acquired it as a trust, to be 
utilized for a specific purpose, and in 
that purpose various other countries 
have a distinct interest, defined and 
recognized by treaties, while the whole 
world has a substantive interest which 
we, by treaty also, are bound to ob- 
serve. The obligation that we are 
under to respect the treaties we have 
made as to the management of the 
canal is, therefore, not impaired but 
rendered all the more binding by the 
trust we have assumed in securing 
possession of the zone through which 
the canal is constructed. 

It is now reported from Washington 
that Secretary Knox has prepared and 
forwarded to London the American 
reply to the protest made by the British 
Government, and that he has strong 
hopes that he will persuade that Gov- 
ernment that the action of the United 
States is not in reality in contraven- 
tion of the treaty. The points which 
it is intimated that he has made do not 
strike us as convincing. Mr. Knox, 
in any case, will have extreme diffi- 
culty in meeting the argument of his 
eminent predecessor in the State De- 
partment. If Mr. Roor’s address 
reaches the British Foreign Office at 
the same time as the communication of 
Mr. Knox it is likely to make the 
response to the latter considerably 
easier. Of course, if the dispute can 
be settled by diplomacy, it will be de- 
sirable. But it would be a more manly 
course if Congress should repeal the 
act in dispute, the intention of which 
was plainly to give an unfair advan- 
tage to our coastwise shipping. 
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A SOUND PRINCIPLE. 


Public office is not worth anything, if 
an entirely satisfactory fulfillment of the 
duties of an office does not entitle a 
men to consideration for reappointment. 
If men are to know that a mere change 
of Administration is to empty an office, 
no matter how they have deserved to 
be reappointed, there is not anything of 
justice or public right left. 


This is the significant statement of a 
general principle by Mr. Wi.son. It 
is strengthened by the case to which 
he applied it. It was made to a dele- 
gation of labor leaders, who asked that 
Col. Bryant, Labor Commissioner, a 
Republican, should be replaced by Mr. 
Coserovn, a Democrat, supported by 
the trades unions. Gov. Wizson told 
the delegation that if the office were 
a new one he might act differently; 
“but,” he added, “Col. Bryant has 
“made good and I am bound to con- 
“‘ sider his claims. I should be ashamed 
“‘of myself if I did not.” The delega- 
tion pleaded that it would be “ grace- 
ful” to appoint a labor man. “ Grace- 
fulness is easy and jugtice is hard,” 
was the Governor’s response. 

Certainly this is a good augury for 
Mr. Wuison’s action as President. If 
he sticks to this essential principle, un- 
doubtedly he will have a hard time, a 
very hard time, of it, but the more 











promptly he makes his purpose clear, 
and the more firmly and frankly he 
pursues his purpose, the less hard it 
will be. Public opinion will sustain 
him so soon as it becomes plain that 
the public interest is his sole aim. The 
old spoils notion has few friends now. 
It never had many when it was strons- 
est, but it was so deeply rooted in party 
practice that a sort of superstition grew 
up that no great party success could 
be gained without the use of the spoils. 
But four of the last eight Presidential 
elections have been won by the party 
in opposition, and the spoils of office 
have counted for little in the result; 
in no case did the possession of them 
save the party in power from defeat. 
They have every time been a source 
of weakness. They did not help Mr. 
Tart. They would not, however skill- 
fully used, help the Democrats in 1916, 

Of course no one expects Mr. Wi1Lson 
to try to keep all Republicans in of- 
fice. By his statement above cited he 
ts bound to sift them carefully. He 
will undertake to keep only those who 
“have made good”—a hard saying. 
Again he will make, and is bound to 
make, changes in offices the holders 
of which share Executive discretion 
and are charged with applying the prin- 
ciples and policies of the party.

THE COMMERCE COURT AND THE 
COMMERCE COMMISSION. 

The Supreme Court has rendered a 
decision which will go far to clear up 
the relations between the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission and the Court 
of Commerce, whose necessity is estab- 
lished at the time when its existence 
hangs in doubt. Hitherto it has been 
supposed that the Commission's find- 
ings of facté were conclusive, and that 
{f it decided that the facts were thus 
and so its findings could not be ques- 
tioned any more than those of a jury. 
This has been a serious matter for 
those suffering through the Commis- 
sion’s acts, for it has assumed the 
right to base its orders upon its own 
investigations, independently of testi- 
mony before it, and even contrary to 
the evidence. The Supreme Court hith- 
erto has remarked this course, and has 
dropped gentle hints which the Com- 
mission has neglected. Now the matter 
is settled, for it is not to be assumed 
that the Commission will oppose the 
Supreme Court as well as the Com- 
merce Court. 

When the Commerce Court overruled 
the Commission in the Louisville & 
Nashville case it was generally said 
that it was exceeding its function, and 
ought to be put in its place. The pres- 
ent decision is to the effect that it pos- 
sesses the function, and that there is 
need that it should be exercised, but 
that in this particular case it acted 
wrongly. Thus both Court and Com- 
mission are rebuked in one and the 
same proceeding, but it is likely that 
the Commission will feel itself the more 
hurt. In the appeal the Government, 
in behalf of the Commission, argued 
that the authority of the Commission to 
make rates was absolute, and that 
there could be no relief unless the rate 
named by the Commission was confis- 
catory. The Supreme Court rejects this 
reasoning. It supports the Commis- 
sion in this case, but not because it Is 
a body whose acts cannot be ques- 
tioned. In the words of the Supreme 
Court: “A finding without evidence is 
“beyond the power of the Commission. 
“An order based thereupon is con- 
“trary to law and must, in the lan- 
“ guage of the statute, ‘ be set aside by 
‘“‘a court of competent jurisdiction.’ ” 

The Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
sion no more can make roaming spon- 
taneous inquiries and decisions based 
upon them. There must be a hearing, 
and there must be evidence, and courts 
will review the Commission’s action and 
decide its sufficiency under thé law. 
The Commission is not Judge and jury 
and prosecutor and Legislature all in 
one. It has assumed to be, and has 
resented control by the Court of Com- 
merce, and has favored its abolition. 
If the Court of Commerce shall be abol- 
ished it will be in vain. The Commis- 
sion cannot escape the control of the 
courts until it shall reverse the decis- 
fon now rendered. 





SUNDAY AMUSEMENTS, 

A bill introduced by Mr. STILWELL. 
in the State Senate last week so amends 
the law regulating Sunday entertain- 
ments in New York as to prohibit all 
“vaudeville” performances of any sort 
and all moving or stationary pictures, 
and provides for the punishment of any 
person supplying electricity or gas for 
use in such exhibitions. This is draw- 
ing the line very closely. Experience 
indicates that so stringent a law could 
hardly be enforced. It is to be noted 
that the amendment does not prohibit 
the performance of vocal and instru- 
mental music, while it does prohibit 
perfectly harmless and edifying illus- 
trated lectures on Sunday, such as 
those of Mr. ELMENDORF and Mr. Bur- 
ToN Houtmes. It is a question, also, 
whether it does not prohibit art exhibi- 
tions. The pictures in the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art, for instance, are “ sta- 
tionary.” 

One difficulty in the enforcement of 
the law might grow out of the dubious 
meaning of the word “ vaudeville.”

Cannot Be Successfully Protected In 
This Country. 


To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

Permit me to take ftssue with the Patent Of- 
fice officials who express, in a Washington dis- 
patch to THe Trmss, the opinion that Section 
4,929 of the patent law is adequate satisfactor- 
ily to proteet ‘‘ original and artistic creations.’”’ 
The present patent law does not afford the 
protection necessary to manufacturers of laces, 
embroideries, wall papers, upholsteries, car- 
pets, or any of the other allied.lines in which 
the element of design Is considered an import- 
ant factor in the success of the article. 

Three serious objections may be raised in 
the case of textile designs to the operation of 
the patent law: First, the time involved in 
securing a patent; second, the prohibitive cost 
accompanying each application, and, finally, 
the difficulty of proving a claim before a court 
of law once a patent has been secured. 

After the designer or proprietor of a de- 
sign has conformed with the required formall- 
ties of this application he must generally wait 
from two to six months before he finally se- 
cures the patent rights sought for. Hither the 





|applicant for the patent must lose this time in 


marketing his product or he must run the risk 
of having his design pirated and sold through- 
out the country in cheap imitations before re- 
ceiving title to the designs which he has origi- 
nated.. The caveat included in the patent law 
is as cumbersome and useless as the patents 
themselves,

In Switzerland a manufacturer may patent 
a design for 5 centimes, the fee having been 
reduced to that amount from what was orig- 
inally considered an exorbitant figure for the 
purpose—20 centimes. Designs for an entire line 
may therefore be patented in Switzerland at a 
lower cost than is possible for a single design 
in the United States. The method of proced- 
ure is likewise vastly superior to that of the 
United States. The manufacturer simply in- 
closes in an envelope small samples of as 
many designs as he may desire to register and 
forwards them, accompanied by the nominal 
fee exacted, to the central bureau of his dis- 
trict, where they are filed away in absolute 
secrecy, and remain unopened unless an alleged 
case of Infringement or piracy may arise. And 
it is a notable fact that, so sure is the process 
of litigation, most cases of piracy are settled 
out of court and to the entire satisfaction of 
the Injured party. 

In France, the system of patenting or regis. 
tering designs is similar to that of Switzer- 
land, the registration fee amounting again to 
merely a nominal figure. The power of referee 
In cases of infringement {s vested in the local 
Chamber of Commerce. One shilling is the fee 
charged in England for registering textile de- 
signs and the period of protection extends over 
five years.

|dom is punishable by a fine of £50, payable to

Sults for greater 
damages may be instituted, however, and a 
verdict for any proved amount recovered.

Coming of American Fashions. 
From The Ladies’ Ylome Journal. 

It looks for the first time as if a distinct 
movement toward American-designed fashions 
for American women were under way. In the 
past we have had spasmodic waves now and 
then, and they have left only a splash on our 
shores. But this time the question has as- 
sumed a distinct form, and the whole discus- 
sion bears the marks of a movement that has 
come to stay. 

As if by magico the question leaped to the 
surface a few months ago, and since that time 
the newspapers in all parts of the country 
have contained hundreds of articles and edi- 
torials on the subject. The ‘‘trade"’ jour- 
nals devoted to the textile and women’s-wear 
industries have devoted pages to the topic. 
The largest depariment stores in the great 
cities, that are always barometers peculiarly 
nsitive to public demand, are in their adver- 
tisements striking the American keynote side 
by side with the Paris note. So powerful a 
newspaper as THE N&W YORK TIMES is 
conducting the first prize newspaper contest 
for an American-designed hat and dress. Shop- 
keepers and large retail stores are reporting 
that, for the first time within their knowledge, 
thelr customers are asking about American 
designs. Two of the most fashionable dress- 
makers on Fifth Avenue in New York, hith- 
erto large !mporters of Paris models, have al- 
ready felt the demand so strongly that they 
have come out openly for American designs 
and have discarded almost entirely the Paris 
models. Thug the wholesale manufacturer, the 
retailer, the department store, the newspaper, 
and the pubHe are lining up on the side of 


what all declare to be ‘“‘the new era of 
woman’s dress in America.”’ 

“Where will American fashions come 
from?’’ some ask. The answer is simple: 
From the same historic sources from which 
come the French fashions. For one thing

It seems that the State of Mas- 
sachusetts is publishing the names of 
the persons in a certain trade who are 
violating the law in regard to the con- 
struction and management of their fac- 
tories. Thereupon an officer of one of the 
trades unions says: ‘‘If the State can 
make a black list, why should we be for- 
bidden?”’ The answer is obvious. The 
State has many powers which are denied 
to individuals. It can even put a man 
to death. Some of the trades unions have 
been doing this, but we all recognize that 
that is a orime, and some of the guilty 
parties have been brought to justice and 
punished. The whole controvery, which 
afises in so many forms, in its ultimate 
analysis comes to this: Combinations of 
labor have the same rights, and no more, 
that other combinations have. As long 
ag they obey the law they are entitled 
to its protecion. If the question comes 
up as to whether they are or are not 
violating the law, it is as much tn their 
real interest as it is in the interest of 
the public that this question should be

There was standing room only at the 
third and next to the last night of the 
sale of the Emerson McMillin collection 
of pictures at the Hotel Plaza, through 
the American Art Association, last even- 
ing. 

If it was a little crowded it was worth 
while, for a big picture was going under 
the hammer and bringing a big price. It 
was the Corot, ‘‘ Orpheus and Eurydice,” 
which brought forth a round of applause 
when it was shown and the first bid was 
given, $20,000. That was the beginning 
of an exciting contest, and the picture 
went finally to M. Knoedler & Co. for 
$75,200, Edward Brandus contesting it up 
to that point. 

There were big jumps made in the bid- 
ding. From $26,000 the bidding jumped 


to $35,000, then to $50,000, and from $60,- | 
000 went up more gradually, and the last} 


two bids were of $100 each, and there was 
more applause when the sale was con- 
cluded. 

The scene of the picture suits Corot’s 
style. In the misty region of the Styx, 
to the left of the picture, are misty fig- 
ures and trees, and on the right, coming 
out into the clearer atmosphere of the 


upper world, with the more definitely out- 
lined trees, is Orpheus, lyre raised in one 
hand, and leading Eurydice by the other. 
The picture was first exhibited in the 
Paris Saion in i861, after which some 
changes were made in it by the artist.

| about three-fourths, or exactly 73% of the loan. 


This, of course, holds up the Grand Trunk credit 


until the London markets are more propitious.

The Grand Trunk people say to-day, as they have 
said since the stoppage of the work, that construction was 
only temporarily suspended, and that when they can raise 
the money they will build into Providence.

“We are getting a lot of outside assistance to help 
New England commit suicide by indicting the railroads, 
the bankers, the constructing men, and the very capital 
that we need here. 


“It is amazing to note the insanity of the public that 
refused to consider in the houses of legislation, or else- 
where, the question of the financial backing or the credits 
of the Grand Trunk when it entered New England. 


“The public and some Rhode Island and New York 
papers are running a race to have the best friends of New 
England indicted—the only men who can raise the capi- 
tal for New England railroad construction and develop- 
ment. 


“What we need is to make the best out of the present 
situation and build up rather than tear down. 


“Not only the Grand Trunk but the Boston & Maine 
needs credit to be of service to the public. How are we 
helping credit by these attacks? Mr. Hays did not know 
where the $200,000,000 was coming from when he al- 
lowed his associates to promise new railroad construction 
to Providence and Boston, and Mr. Chamberlin had to 
stop when the money gave out. The problem now is to get 
more money into New England, not to drive capital and 
enterprise and construction away.” .

Noticeable Improvement in Spring 
Orders—Buyers Coming In. 


With buyers coming into the market for 
their February wants, business in the 
local faricy goods and notions trade 1s 
improving. Salesmen in various parts of 
the country are sending in satisfactory 
Spring orders, and renewed interest in 
several lines has been reported. Leather 
goods, combs, barrettes and belts, which 
have been rather quiet of late, are now 
moving more readily, and, according to 
@ prominent member of the trade, busi- 
ness in buttons has never been so active 
“as it is to-day. Novelties and new styles 
are constantly being offered with good 
results. Buyers seem to realize that 
they need these goods to stimulate trade 
in their departments, and are placing 
erders accordingly. 

Owing to the early date u ic! 
Easter falls, buyers are planning; to visit 
the local trade earlier than usual, and 
manufacturers and importers are an- 
ticipating considerably more activity in 
the near future: 


COTTON FLANNELS ACTIVE. 


Considerable Interest Being Dis- 


played in the New Lines. 


Considerable interest is displayed in the 
new lines of cotton flannels and napped 
goods in the local market, and, although 
prices are generally higher than the open- 
ing figures last year, they are about at 
the levels anticipated and a good volume 


of business has been done. A year ago 
when these goods were placed on the 
market fair sized stocks were being 
carried over, but at present neither the 
jobbers nor the mills have much of | 
supply on hand, and, as a result, this 
market is much stronger than in some 
time. The opening prices range from 
5% to.1 cent above those of last year, on 
the average, but compared with recent 
felling prices they are about on the 
same levels. 

Confirmation of orders placed before the 
naming of prices has been received in 
large numbers, and, ofthe whole, the 
condition of the» market is regarded as 
unusually healthy.

STEEL PRODUCTION KEEPS UP 


Pig Iron Shows a Little Weakness— 
A° Little Uncertainty. 


Piscussing current developments in the 
iron and steel trade The Iron Age says 
in its issue of to-day: . 

Consumption of iron and steel is undiminished 
and production continues at the maximum rate. 
There is less new buying, both of pig iron and 
finished material. Consumers in all lines are 
disposed to move carefully, since the trade has 
passed the period in which buying is stimu- 
lated by the expectation of higher prices, 

In Southern iron the range of prices for first 
quarter is still $13.50 to $14 at furnace for No, 
2 foundry. Some producers are more disposed 
to make sales abroad, the inquiry from Medi- 
terranean countries being considerable. 

Naturally, when prices cease to advance the 
reverse tendency is looked for; but in finished 
materal any such development, so far as con- 
tract prices are concerned, is not looked for 
for some months. It is still true of a number 
of large steel companies that specifications 
are exceeding output. 

The slowing down in pig iron has developed 
some weakness, but as always when the imme- 
diate future of that market is in doubt, con- 
cessions do net.make, but rather, cut off busi- 
ness. Tae week has developed more inquiry 
in Central and Western districts, and there 
are even predictions that a new buying move- 
ment will not be long delayed; in the East, on 
the contrary, sentiment is legs confident. 

The Iron Trade Review says: 

Decrease in buying and _ specifying 
ished materials in some sections and 
shading of prices in pig iron, coke, and old 
material, are unversally attributed to an un- 
certain feeling as to the course to be pursued 
by the new Administration’ at. Washington, 
This is perhaps natural, but there is nothing 
alarming in the present situation. Many pig 
iron buyers in the Central West are showing 
their confidence in the future by placing orders 
for delivery during the last half of the year. 
The Connellsville coke market is weak, espe- 
cially for prompt delivery, and some consum- 
ers have asked coke makers to hold up ship- 
Prices of furnace coke have declined 
to about $3.85, ovens, for prompt shipment, and 
to $3.20, ovens, for contract. The scrap mar- 
ket generally is also showing signs of weak- 

The railroads continue to furnish lib- 
eral contracts for steel makers, and this is es- 
pecially true in cars. Equipment orders of the 
include 2,500 for Louisville _and Nash- 
ville, 1,500 for Wheeling & Lake Eris, 3,100 for 
Canadian Northern, and other awards. The 
number of cars pending is still large.

A new problem is said to confront the 
credit men of the country in the shape 
of a system of lending cash on accounts, 
which is set forth in a letter sent out 
by a firm of this city to manufacturers 
and wholesalers throughout the country. 
The letter says: 

Do you ever need money on short notice or 
desire a ‘‘ silent.partner ”’ to supply a large 
amount of elastic capital? Over one-half our 
entire business comes from firms rated $50,- 
006 to $75,000 and higher; in fact, one-third 
comes from firms rated over $100,000. 

Make your credit sales at cash prices by 
giving us about the same discounts usually 
offered for cash and we will carry your open 
accounts or notes. Do you care whether we 
or your customers réceive the disc®unts so 
long as the net result is about the same to 
you’ In many cases our discounts are less 
than those offered to the trade. 

Upon receipt of duplicate invoices, with 
shipping documents, we remit bank check 
for 80 per cent., less our discount, cash, and 
the remaining 20 per cent. as each account 
or note is collected, All accounts purchased 
are left with you as our agent in trust to 
collect for us, and thereby your customers 
do not know that we have purchased your 
account, 

Your original invoices’ are mailed to your 
customers as usual, without any notice there- 
on of the sale of same to'us. You are not 
obligated with us either as to time or volume 
of business, borrow no money, as you sell your 
accounts, and do not, disturb your present 
resources, 

No intercst, exchange, or other charges of 
any kind, except our discount, according to 
the time each account remains cpen. Give us 
a lot of your present accounts for a trial. You 
are sure to be pleased. 

According to one of the best-known 
credit authorities in the country, there 1s 
much to be said both for and against this 
proposal. 

“While the offer,’’ he said yesterday, 
“presents a temptation to the manufac- 
turer or wholesaler who is struggling 
along with insufficient capital, and at 
the same time brings an element inio 
credit granting with which the modern 
credit man must deal, the legitimacy of 
the system cannot be arbitrarily settled 
one way or the other. The crux of the 
situation lies in the way the capital so 
obtained is used. If the money so bor- 
rowed is used to discount bills by the 
party receiving it, and thereby offsets the 
discounts of the banker, the borrowing 
of such money is at once safe and the 
lending of it legitimate business. But, 
on the other hand, if the money so ob- 
tained is not put back into the business 
for that purpose, the discounts naturally 
become a drain on the business and are 
a source of great danger to the borrower 
and his creditors. 

“This particular method of letting out 
money does not seem quite so above 
board as other and slightly different 
ways. It keeps the borrowing firm’s cus- 
tomers or debtors in ignorance of the 
fact that the accounts have been sold, 
and it keeps the firm’s creditors in the 
dark as well. In this way it hampers 
the credit man in his work of determining 
whether or not the firm in question 
should be granted credit. Many times, to 
my knowledge, accounts so disposed of 
have been turned in by seekers after 
credit as Al accounts receivable when 
they were not worth the ink required to 
list them.”

A trust is a combination or agreement be- 
tween corporations, firms, or persons, any 
two or more of them, for the following pur- 
poses, and such trust is hereby declared to 
be illegal and indictable: 

1. To create or carry out restrictions in 
trade or to acquire a monopoly, either in 
intra-State or inter-State business or com- 
merce, 

2. To limit or reduce the production or in- 
crease the price of merchandise or of any 
commodity, 

3. To prevent competition in manufactur- 
ing, making, transporting, selling, and pur- 
chasing of merchandise, produce, or any 
commodity. 

4. To fix at any standard or figure, where- 
by its price to the public or consumer shall 
in any manner be controlled, any article or 
commodity of merchandise,, produce or com- 
modity of merchandise, producé’or commerce 
intended for sale, use, or consumption in this 
State or elsewhere, 

5. To make any agreement by which they 
directly or indirectly preclude a free and 
unrestricted competition among themselves, 
or any purchasers or consumers, in the sale 
or transportation of any article or commodity, 
either by pooling, withholding from the mar- 
ket, or selling at a fixed price, or in any 
other manner by which the price might be 
affected. 

6. To make any secret oral agreement or
